VITAL  STATISTICS 
Births 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  265,  as 
compared  with  260  for  the  previous  year.  The  Standardised  Birth 

Rate  18„3,  as  compared  with  18.0  for  the  previous  year  -  the 

rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
2,  as  compared  with  1  for  the  previous  year.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  (i.e.  deaths  under  1  year  per  1,000  live  births)  was  7.5,  as 

compared  with  3.8  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 

was  19*0.  The  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  was  14.8,  as  compared  with 
11.4  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  26.9. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  of  the  population  was  11.1,  as 
compared  with  lo.9  for  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  11,5.  Of  the  total  deaths  for  all  ages,  namely  250, 

135  occurred  in  people  aged  75  years  and  over. 


IMMUNISATION 


Details  of  immunisation,  which  in  the  main  relate  to  children, 
are  set  out  in  the  Report  proper.  To  determine  the  immunised  state 
of  the  children,  I  have  adojfcd  the  method  of  totalling  the  number  of 
children  born  in  1964  and  who  have  been  immunised  either  in  1964  or 
in  1965.  The  following  table  shows  the  immunisation  state  of 
children  born  in  1964  and  who  were  immunised  against  various  infectious 
diseases  either  in  1964  or  1965.

The  number  of  vaccinations  of  children  under  2  years, 
i.e.  children  born  in  1964-  c>r  1965  was  162,  The  average  birth 
rate  for  these  two  years  is  262. 5>  and  based  on  this  figure  the 
percentage  of  children  vaccinated  under  the  age  of  2  years  is  6l.3» 
The  total  number  of  primary  vaccinations  carried  out  on  children, 
aged  up  to  15  yeax’s,  during  the  year  1965  was  181.  Based  on  a 
birth  rate  of  262.5  the  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  at 
school  leaving  age  is  69 %.  This  figure  I  regard  as  too  low. 


SEWERAGE 

I  am  endebted  to  Mr.  Kendall,  A.R.I.C.S*>  M.R.S.H.  for 
the  following  report:-

The  early  part  of  1965  saw  the  final  stages  of  the 
Charlton  Horethorne  Scheme  together  with  the  commencement  of 
extensions  at  Charn  Hill  and  Pinns  Hill. 

The  Scheme  for  Bayford  was  under  construction,  and  the  Scheme 
for  Sutton  Montis  had  been  submitted  tov  the  Ministry.  A  further 
Scheme  for  Yenston  was  being  prepared. 

By  the  end  of  1965  the  Bayford  Scheme  was  completed  and 
the  sewage  pumped  to  a  gravitational  sewer  linking  with  the 
Wincanton  sewer  system. 

The  Scheme  fox’  Sutton  Montis  was  commenced  towards  the  latter 
end  of  the  year  and  work  has  proceeded  to  schedule  despite  un¬ 
favourable  weather  conditions  a 

A  Scheme  for  Yenston  was  also  prepared,  and  received 
Ministry  approval,  with  an  anticipated  commencement  during  May,  1966. 

The  Gabhampton  Sewerage  Scheme,  with  a  gravitational  sewer, 
and  enlargement  of  the  North  Cadbury  Works ,  has  now  been  agreed  by 
the  Council,  together  with  a  sewer  to  serve  the  North  Town  area. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  Scheme  will  be  finalised  and  work  commenced 
during  the  latter  half  of  1966, 

EXISTING-  WORKS 

The  maintenance  of  existing  sewage  works  is  carried  out  by  a 
Charge-Hand  and  9  men  with  the  accent  on  more  mobility  between 
sewage  works.  The  District  Council  have  provided  all  necessary 
equipment  and  vehicles  for  this,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  standards 
of  effluent  have  improved  throughout  the  area. 

Sampling  is  carried  o’  '  every  fortnight  of  various  works.,  and 
analysed  by  the  County  Laboratory  at  Taunton  and  spot  sampling  is 
also  carried  out  by  both  the  River  Authorities. 

The  District  Council  also  introduced  a  financially  limited 
Cesspool  Emptying  Service  in  April  by  Contract  and  this  service 
has  been  taken  up  by  some  394-  householders. 

The  offloading  of  the  contents  of  the  tarkcrs  is  by  arrange¬ 
ment  between  the  Contractor  and  land  owners,  no  difficulties  have 
yet  arisen  but  consideration  might  well  have  to  be  made  in  future 
years  for  an  extension  to  one  of  tho  main  sewage  works  for  the 
reception  and  treating  of  the  contents  of  these  tanks. 

FURTHER  TRENDS 

The  Sutton  Montis  Scheme  incorporates  a  "Defecamat"  Package 
Flant,  basically  an  activated  sludge  works,  and  considerable  interest 
will  no  doubt  bo  made  when  this  plant  is  installed  and  working. 
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Many  of  the  older  works  are  now,  with  the  increasing  dev¬ 
elopment  occur ing,  and  more  use  of  water,  becoming  overloaded,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  that  many  of  these  Works  will  not  be  able  to  give  good 
effluent  standards  unless  a  large  amount  of  expenditure  is  included 
within  estimate  provisions  in  the  future  years. 

It  is  to  this  purpose  that  the  District  Council  have  adopted 
a  5  year  financially  planned  programme  which  includes  reconstruction 
of  Sparkford,  Castle  Cary  and  Milborne  Port  Sewage  Works .  The 
latter  because  of  its  Trade  waste  problem,  being  undertaken  by;  Con¬ 
sulting  Engineers. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Mr  A.G-.  Flatt  M.B.E.,  A.II.I.C.E”  A.M.I.W.E.;  Engineer 
and  Surve^ror  Wessex  Water  Board,  has  provided  the  following  report 
on  the  water  supply  to  the  area:- 

The  permanent  depot  at  Bennetts  Mead,  Wincanton,  for  the 
Board's  Eastern  District  has  now  been  completed  and  occupied.  In 
the  G-alhanpton  area  a  booster  pump  has  been  installed  and  some  snail 
diameter  mains  replaced  in  order  to  overcome  supply  difficulties.  At 
Milborne  Port  improvements  to  the  distribution  system  at  Wheathill 
and  West  Hill  Way  have  been  carried  out. 


As  in  my  previous  Annual  Reports,  I  should  like  to  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  kindness  courtesy  and  help  I  have  invariably 
received  from  the  members  of  the  Council  and  Officials.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE_YEAR 

The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Registrar  show  the  number  of 
births  and  deaths  after  correction  has  been  made  for  transfers  to  the 
normal  place  of  residence  of  the  individuals  concerned.  From  these 
figures  can  be  calculated  the  "crude"  birth  and  death  rates.  As, 
however,  the  highest  mortality  occurs  at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  and 
industrial  areas  in  general  have  a  bigger  proportion-  of  people  living 
in  the  middle  age  periods  of  life,  some  correction  must  be  made  for 
the  irregularities  of  distribution  as  regards  age  and  sex,  as  other¬ 
wise  the  dearh  rate  will  afford  no  accurate  means  of  comparing  the 
healthiness  of  one  district  with  another.  This  comparability  factor 
is  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  and  applied  to  the  "crude" 
birth  or  death  rate,  gives  a  standardised  rate  and  enables  comparison 
to  be  Dade  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wale s ,  or  with  rates  of 
other  districts.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Wincanton  Rural  District  Council. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  present  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1965?  the  first  I  have  the  honour  to  present. 

Mr.  Gray,  in  his  last  report  recalled  the  advance 
made  during  his  term  of  office  and  was  hopeful  that  further  considerable 
advances  might  be  in  the  offing.  I  think  this  may  be  so.  In 

particular  I  hope  that  as  central  heating,  double  glazing  and  colour 
television  become  commonplace  in  the  home,  then  dwellings  without  bathrooms 
and  having  outside  sanitary  accommodation,  will  become  quite  unknown.  It 
is  surprising  that  the  widespread  lack  of  these  basic  living  amenities  has 
been  tolerated  so  long. 

There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  public  health  work 
that  the  department  should  tackle  and  I  am  often  impatient  that  through 
force  of  circumstances  we  are  not  able  to  make  progress  with  important  work 
because  of  the  many  small  matters  which  crop  up  day  to  day.  Much  time  is 
spent  on  false  alarms  and  formalities,  but  it  is  nevertheless  important 
that  the  general  public  shall  receive  courteous  treatment  and  a  fair  hearing 
at  all  times. 


Meat  inspection  duties  have  greatly  reduced  since  the 
early  part  of  the  year  which  has  been  fortunate,  allowing  time  for  work 
under  the  Offices  &  Shops  Act  and  some  additional  effort  to  clear  the  backlog 
of  food  premises  inspections. 

The  department's  Building  Regulations  and  Planning 
work  always  tends  to  take  priority  over  public  health  work  because  of  its 
immediacy.  To  offset  this  we  have,  since  April,  one  inspector  who  is 
entirely  concerned  with  public  health  duties  and  this  will  I  hope  show  a 
better  balance  between  the  two  sides  of  our  work. 

We  were  of  course  at  a  disadvantage  in  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  with  no  less  than  four  of  us  new  in  our  posts  but  we 
have  now  settled  down  well  and  I  am  confident  of  good  results  in  the 
f ' uture .

The  water  supplies  of  the  District  have  been  generally 
satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity. 

Routine  sampling  of  the  Public  Supplies,  both  Chemical 
and  Bacteriological  are  being  undertaken  by  the  Wessex  Water  Board 
and  copies  of  the  reports  have  been  supplied.  This  has  shown 
some  intermittent  contamination  of  a  supply  serving  part  of  the 
Wincanton  Parish  and  investigation  of  this  is  being  made.

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE 

The  House  Refuse  scheme  continues  to  operate  by  direct 
labour,  using  two  16/24  cubic  yard  rear  loading  vehicles. 

Weekly  collections  are  made  in  Ansford,  Bruton,  Castle 
Cary,  Milbome  Port  and  Wincanton,  involving  a  population  of  7>500.  The 
remainder  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  and 
isolated  premises,  has  a  collection  each  fortnight. 

The  Maperton  tip  is  virtually  completed  and  covered  as 
reclaimed  land.  The  extension  of  Bowden  tip  is  in  the  early  stages 

of  use  and  some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  achieving  satisfactory 
conditions.

Food  Hygiene  Regulations 

This  work  has  continued  though  not  receiving  as  much 
attention  as  I  should  wish.  Regular  re-inspections  are  essential 
if  proper  results  are  to  be  achieved  but,  owing  to  pressure  of  other  work, 
frequent  re-visits  are  not  talcing  place,  except  at  one  or  two  premises 
whore  very  unsatisfactory  conditions  demand  it. 


Miscellaneous  Foods 


During  the  year  1,164  tins  and  packages  of  various  food¬ 
stuffs,  weighing  approximately  14  cwts  were  condemned.  These  foods 
were  disposed  of  by  burial  at  the  Refuse  tip. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963, 

Due  to  staff  changes  it  was  not  until  April  that  a  serious 
attempt  could  be  made  to  start  the  necessary  inspections  under  this  new 
Act,  This  involves  a  considerable  amount  of  work,  especially  in  the 

early  stages  and  it  will  be  at  least  two  years  before  all  the  premises  concerned 
have  had  ah  initial  inspection.  So  far  thirty-one  premises  have  been 
dealt  with  involving  seventy-five  visits.  One-hundred-and-eleven 
premises  have  been  registered  though  this  is  probably  not  the  total  number 
because  some  to  which  the  Act  ap  lies  will  have  failed  to  register.
